Haitians pray, cry for 
help in the ruins

PORT-AU-PRINCE, Haiti (AP) — Prayers 
of thanksgiving and cries for help rose from 
Haiti’s huddled homeless Sunday, the sixth 
day of an epic humanitarian crisis that was 
straining the world’s ability to respond and 
igniting flare-ups of violence amid the rubble 
of Port-au-Prince. 

Haitian police struggled to scatter hundreds 
of stone-throwing looters in the city’s Vieux 
Marche, or Old Market. Elsewhere downtown, 
amid the smoke from bonfires burning 
uncollected bodies, gunfire rang out and bands 
of machete-wielding young men roamed the 
streets, faces hidden by bandanas. 

A leading aid group complained of skewed 
priorities and a supply bottleneck at the U.S.- 


controlled airport. The general in charge said 
the U.S. military was “working aggressively” 
to speed up deliveries. 

Beside the ruins of the Port-Au-Prince cathedral, 
where the sun streamed through the shattered 
stained glass, the priest told his flock at their 
first Sunday Mass since Tuesday’s earthquake, 
“We are in the hands of God now.” 

But anger mounted hourly that other helping 
hands were slow in getting food and water to 
millions in need. 

“The government is a joke. The U.N. is a joke,” 
Jacqueline Thermiti, 71, said as she lay in the 
dust with dozens of dying elderly outside their 
destroyed nursing home. “We’re a kilometer 
(half a mile) from the airport and we’re going 
to die of hunger.”

Turner’s bid 
for park bison 
stokes wildlife 
debate

BILLINGS, Montana (AP) 
— With 88 bison from 
Yellowstone National Park 
facing possible slaughter, 
billionaire TV mogul Ted 
Turner has swept in and 
offered to hold the animals 
for five years on his 
sprawling Montana ranch 
while a new home for them 
is found. But Turner, ever 
the shrewd businessman, 
won’t do it for nothing. 

The media mogul says he 
will care for the bison only 
if he can keep up to 90 
percent of their offspring.

Water was delivered to more people around the 
capital, where an estimated 300,000 displaced 
were living outdoors. But food and medicine 
were still scarce. 

The crippled city choked on the stench of death 
and shook with yet another aftershock Sunday. 
On the streets, people were still dying, people 
were on their knees praying for help, pregnant 
women were giving birth on the pavement, and 
the injured were showing up in wheelbarrows 
and on people’s backs at hurriedly erected field 
hospitals. Authorities warned that looting and 
violence could spread. 

At the Vieux Marche, police tried to disperse 
looters by driving trucks through the crowds, 
as hundreds scrambled over partly destroyed 
shops grabbing anything they could. As he ran 
from the scene with a big box of tampons, Love 
Zedouni shouted: “I’ve got no idea what this is, 
but I’m sure you can sell it.” 

Police used tear gas to scatter looters at street 
markets near the collapsed presidential palace. 
At the Cite Soleil slum, moments after police 
drove by, a reporter spotted a gunman stealing 
a bag of rice from a motorcycle rider. 

“This is one of the most serious crises in 
decades,” U.N. Secretary-General Ban Ki- 
moon said as he flew into the Haitian capital. 
“The damage, destruction and loss of life are 
just overwhelming.” 

A reliable death toll may be weeks away, 
but the Pan American Health Organization 
estimates 50,000 to 100,000 died in the 7.0- 
magnitude tremor, and Haitian officials believe 
the number is higher. 

Celebrating Mass outside the once-proud pink- 
and-white cathedral, now a shell of rubble 
where a rotting body lay in the entrance, the 
Rev. Eric Toussaint preached of thanksgiving 
to a small congregation of old women and 
other haggard survivors assembled under the 
open sky. 

“Why give thanks to God? Because we are 
here,” Toussaint said. “What happened is the 
will of God. We are in the hands of God now.” 
Mondesir Raymone, a 27-year-old single 
mother of two, was grateful. “We have survived 
by the grace of God,” she said. 

But others were angry. 

“It’s a catastrophe and it is God who has put 
this upon us,” said Jean-Andre Noel, 39, a 
computer technician. “Those who live in Haiti 
need everything. We need food, we need drink, 
we need medicine. We need help.” 

Were his parishioners being helped? Toussaint 
was asked. “Not yet,” he replied. 

The U.N. World Food Program was “pretty 
well on target to reach more than 60,000 people 
today,” up from 40,000 the previous day, WFP 
spokesman David Orr said. But U.N. officials 
said they must raise that to 2 million within a 
month. 

The U.S. aid chief, Rajiv Shah, told “Fox 
News Sunday” he believed the U.S. distributed 
130,000 “meals ready to eat” on Saturday, but 
the need was much larger. “We’re really trying 
to address it,” he said. 

In a further sign of the delays, the aid group 
CARE had yet to set a plan for distributing 38 
tons of WFP high-energy biscuits in outlying 



areas of Haiti, CARE spokesman Brian Feagans 
said Sunday. He did not say why. 

The Geneva-based aid group Doctors Without 
Borders put it bluntly: “There is little sign of 
significant aid distribution.” 

The “maj or difficulty,” it said, was the bottleneck 
at the airport, under U.S. military control. It 
said a flight carrying its own inflatable hospital 
was denied landing clearance and was being 
trucked overland from Santo Domingo, almost 
200 miles away in the Dominican Republic, 
delaying its arrival by 24 hours. 

French, Brazilian and other officials had earlier 
complained about the U.S.-run airport’s refusal 
to allow their supply planes to land. A World 
Food Program official told The New York 
Times that the Americans’ priorities were out 
of sync, allowing too many U.S. military flights 
and too few aid deliveries. 

The U.S. has completely taken over Port-au- 
Prince airspace and incoming flights have to 
register with Tyndall Air Force Base in Florida, 
said Chief Master Sgt. Ty Foster, Air Force 
spokesman here. 

“You won’t have the stray cats and dogs 
allowed to come into the airspace and clog it 
up,” he said. 

On Sunday, WFP spokesman Gregory Barrow 
in Rome was more positive, speaking of 
“extremely close cooperation” with the U.S. at 
the airport. But a coordinator here for Spain’s 
international development agency, Daniel 
Martin, complained that their aid supplies 
had been diverted to Santo Domingo, and 
Doctors Without Borders spokesman Jason 
Cone said the U.S. military needed “to be clear 
on its prioritization of medical supplies and 
equipment.” 

The on-the-ground U. S. commander in Haiti, Lt. 
Gen. Ken Keen, acknowledged the bottleneck 
problem. “We’re working aggressively to open 
up other ways to get in here. The ports are part 
of that,” he said on NBC’s “Meet the Press.” 
The White House said Sunday the U.S. Coast 
Guard ship Oak had arrived at Port-au-Prince 
harbor, rendered useless for incoming aid 
because of quake damage, and use heavy 
cranes and other equipment to make the port 
functional. 

Other U.S. help was on the way: Some 2,000 
Marines should arrive off Haiti on Monday, 
Keen said, reinforcing 1,000 U.S. troops on the 
ground. 

The general reported “increasing incidents 
of violence,” as a weakened Haitian police 
force and U.N. peacekeeping contingent were 
overwhelmed. 

In the Port-au-Prince neighborhood of Delmas, 
a crowd gathered Sunday around the bodies of 
two accused looters, who had been beaten to 
death by angry residents. Onlookers said they 
were among 4,000 prisoners who escaped when 
the main prison collapsed in the quake. 

Angry survivors loitered amid piles of burning 
garbage in the Bel-Air slum. “White guys, get 
the hell out! ” they shouted in apparent frustration 
at the sight of more and more foreigners in their 
streets who were not delivering help. 

They also sounded furious with President Rene 
Preval, who hasn’t been seen at a rescue site or 
gone on radio to address the nation since the 
quake struck. Q

And in the Rocky Mountain West — where 

wildlife is cherished both for its aesthetic value 

and as meat on the table — the plan is stoking 

a sharp debate over the role of deep-pocketed 

private entities in conservation. 

Hunters, environmentalists and property law 
experts have all weighed in and most say 
Turner’s plan sets a dangerous precedent for the 
commercialization of public wildlife. Others 
describe Turner as a responsible steward of the 
land with the resources needed to take care of 
animals that desperately need a home. 

Even the urgency of the situation is open to 
question. 

Despite warnings from Montana about possible 
slaughter, federal officials said earlier this 
month that the bison could be kept longer if 
needed at a quarantine compound north of the 
park. They have already been there for several 
years to make sure they are disease free. 

Dennis Tilton, a rancher from nearby Livingston 
who worked for a year feeding the animals 
under government contract, said giving the 
animals to Turner amounted to “robbing from 
the public domain.” He said the state should put 
them onto public land to establish new herds. 
Since Turner first came to Montana in 1989, 
his ambitious conservation efforts in the state 
have been alternately lauded and reviled. 
He’s shielded more than 150,000 acres from 
development, but in the process put several 
prized hunting grounds off limits to the public. 
Those who want to continue hunting on his 
Flying D Ranch, in the Spanish Peaks foothills 
south of Bozeman, today must pony up $ 14,000 
to shoot a trophy elk. 


For $4,000, they can harvest a bull bison out of 
a herd of more than 1,000 of the animals that 
Turner has been building up for two decades. 
His representatives insist the Yellowstone 
animals are more valuable for their genetics 
and would be off limits. 

Yellowstone’s bison, also known as buffalo, 
represent one the last vestiges of the massive 
herds that once roamed across North America 
— tens of millions of animals that were all but 
wiped out in the late 19th century. 

Turner’s representatives say his plan for the 
88 park bison would advance a long-standing 
advocacy for wildlife restoration. It also gains 
him the animals’ unique and valuable genetics. 
“We don’t understand the antipathy,” said 
Turner Enterprises general manager Russell 
Miller. 

He said Turner is interested in the animals as 
a way to further his private bison conservation 
efforts, not for their market value. 

“That doesn’t mean there won’t be a market 
somewhere way out in the future,” he added. 
Turner’s plan is expected to be acted on by the 
end of the month by the Montana Department 
of Fish, Wildlife and Parks. Guernsey State 
Park in Wyoming has also put in a proposal to 
the agency for 14 bison. 

Montana officials were largely caught off 
guard by the billionaire’s initial bid, which 
came at the invitation of the state’s Democratic 
governor, Brian Schweitzer. 

State and federal pronouncements going back 
to at least 2005 had called for the quarantined 
animals to be relocated onto public or 
tribal lands. Before Turner came along, 
those pronouncements included an explicit 
prohibition against commercialization of the 
animals. □

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Dems look at bypassing Senate health care vote

BOSTON - A panicky White House and 
Democratic allies scrambled Sunday for a 
plan to salvage their hard-fought health care 
package in case a Republican wins Tuesday’s 
Senate race in Massachusetts, which would 
enable the GOP to block further Senate 
action. 

The likeliest scenario would require persuading 
House Democrats to accept a bill the Senate 
passed last month, despite their objections to 
several parts. 

Aides worked frantically Sunday amid fears 
that Republican Scott Brown will defeat 
Democrat Martha Coakley in the special 
election to fill the late Edward M. Kennedy’s 
seat. A Brown win would give the GOP 41 
Senate votes, enough to filibuster and block 
final passage of the House-Senate compromise 
on health care now being crafted. 

House Democrats, especially liberals, viewed 
those compromises as vital because they view 
the Senate-passed version as doing too little to 
help working families. Under the Senate bill, 
94 percent of Americans would be covered, 
compared to 96 precent in the House version. 
The House plan would increase taxes on 
millionaires while the Senate plan would tax 
so-called Cadillac, high-cost health insurance 
plans enjoyed by many corporate executives 
as well as some union members. 

The House passed its own version last year, 
and members assumed it would be reconciled 
with the Senate bill and then sent back to both 
chambers for final approval by the narrowest 
of margins. A GOP win in Massachusetts on 
Tuesday would likely kill that plan, because 
Republicans could block Senate action on the 
reconciled bill. 

The newly discussed fallback would require 
House Democrats to swallow hard and approve 
the Senate-passed bill without changes. 
President Barack Obama could sign it into 
law without another Senate vote needed. 
House leaders presumably would urge the 
Senate to make some changes later under a 
complex plan requiring only a simple majority, 
but it’s unclear whether that could happen. 
The plan is highly problematic. House liberals 
already are bristling over changes the Senate 
forced upon them earlier, and some may 
conclude that no bill is better than the Senate 
bill. Meanwhile, some moderate Democrats 
may abandon the health bill altogether after 
seeing a Republican win Kennedy’s seat in 
strongly Democratic Massachusetts. 


Republican activists openly scoffed at the 
notion of Democrats passing the highly 
contentious health package after a GOP 
takeover of Kennedy’s Senate seat. But some 
Democrats said failure to pass a health bill 
will cripple their ability to tell voters this 
November that they accomplished anything 
with their control of the House, Senate and 
White House. 

“The simplest way is the House route,” a 
White House aide said Sunday, speaking on 
condition of anonymity because Democrats 
have not conceded the race to Brown. 

If Coakley wins, final passage of a House- 
Senate compromise is not guaranteed but 
seems likely. 

But even as Obama campaigned for Coakley 
in Boston Sunday, top aides furiously weighed 
options if she loses. They include: 

Acting before Brown is sworn in. 
Congressional and White House negoatiators 
could try to reconcile the House and Senate 
bills quickly and pass them before Brown 
takes office. A firestorm of criticism would 
follow, but some Democrats say it would be 
better than having no bill. 

_Seeking a Republican to cast the crucial 
60th Senate vote. Some Democrats hope Sen. 
Olympia Snowe, R-Maine, might do this, but 
others seriously doubt it. 

_Start over and pass a new, scaled back health 
bill using a complicated process that requires 
a simple majority of 51 Senate votes. Several 
Senate aides said this was unlikely. 

Speaker Nancy Pelosi has repeatedly ruled 
out a House vote on the Senate’s version, and 
privately, officials have raised concerns about 
asking the rank and file to vote on legislation 
containing provisions that might prove 
problematic in the midterm elections. 

As an example, the Senate-passed measure 
exempts self-insured insurance plans from 
many of the steps Democrats say are essential 
to curb insurance industry abuses. By one 
estimate, as many as 100 million individuals 
are covered under such plans. 

It was unclear how the negotiators at the 
White House in recent days have resolved 
that issue. 

Additionally, House Democrats in last week’s 
talks pushed for additional subsidies for lower- 
income individuals and families who would be 
required to buy insurance under the measure 
that cleared the Senate. Several Democrats 
familiar with the talks said Obama had agreed 
with this point of view, and changes had been 
made accordingly. Q

NEW YORK (AP) — A man 
returning from Haiti who 
walked through a restricted 
door and set off an alarm 
that led to the evacuation 
of a terminal at John F. 
Kennedy International 
Airport told police he went 
through the door by mistake, 
an official familiar with the 
investigation into the security 
breach told The Associated 
Press on Sunday. 

The official was not 
authorized to comment 
publicly on the case against 
the Brooklyn man and spoke 
to The Associated Press on 
condition of anonymity. 

The security breach on 
Saturday afternoon delayed 
dozens of flights and caused 
headaches for hundreds of 
travelers who had to exit 
the terminal and wait for 
hours while police swept 
the building. Passengers 
were then re-screened by 
Transportation Security 
Administration officers. The 
incident came less than two 
weeks after a security breach 
at nearby Newark Liberty 
International Airport in New 
Jersey. 

Jules Paul Bouloute, 57, 
was arraigned Sunday on 
charges including first- 
degree criminal tampering 
and third-degree criminal 
trespass, said Helen Peterson, 
a spokeswoman for the 
Queens district attorney. He 
didn’t enter a plea and was 
released without bail. He 
faces up to seven years in 
prison if convicted on the 
most serious charge. 
Prosecutors allege that he 


went through a door that was 
clearly marked as restricted. 
“As a result of the defendant’s 
actions, thousands of people 
were required to evacuate and 
to be re-screened by TSA, 
causing substantial delays 
in the airlines’ schedules,” 
District Attorney Richard A. 
Browne said in a statement. 
Defense attorney Scott 
Dusault could not 
immediately be reached by 
phone for comment Sunday. 
Bouloute’s home phone 
number was unlisted, and 
there was no answer at 
his door, in a Brooklyn 
neighborhood of two- and 
three-story brick row houses 
where many Haitians live. 

A neighbor, Saul Sanon, said 
he thought Bouloute went 
back and forth to Haiti a 
few times a year but said he 
doesn’t know him that well. 
“He’s not a bad person,” 
Sanon said. “I don’t know 
exactly what happened. I 
think he just made a mistake. 
Probably he was affected by 
the situation in Haiti.” 


Stephen Sigmund, a 
spokesman for the Port 
Authority of New York and 
New Jersey, which oversees 
the area airports, said the 
agency was reviewing 
security procedures and 
reaching out to airlines to 
make sure security protocols 
were being followed. He 
said the terminal where the 
incident took place was used 
by American Airlines. 
American Airlines 

spokesman Charlie Wilson 
declined to comment on 
security issues because of 
the ongoing investigation. 
The incident is the third 
evacuation in five months 
at airports that serve New 
York City. A Rutgers 
University graduate student 
from China, Haisong Jiang, 
28, was charged last week 
with trespassing in the Jan. 3 
breach at the Newark airport. 
Flights were grounded for 
hours and passengers were 
re-screened while air safety 
officials searched for a man 
who had walked through the 


exit of a security checkpoint. 
Jiang’s arraignment is set for 
Jan. 28 in Newark. 

A friend, Ning Huang, said 
he’s known Jiang for years 
and Jiang is “a very good 
person” who didn’t realize 
the ramifications of his 


actions. 

In August, a terminal at 
LaGuardia was evacuated 
after police tackled a 
disturbed man who was 
carrying a device that looked 
like a bomb but turned out to

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Pope defends Pius XII against Jewish critics

ROME (AP)—In a synagogue 
visit haunted by history, Pope 
Benedict XVI and Jewish 
leaders sparred over the 
record of the World War II- 
era pope during the Holocaust 


and agreed on the need to 
strengthen Catholic-Jewish 
relations. Both sides said the 
visit Sunday to the seat of the 
oldest Jewish community in 
the diaspora was an occasion 
to overcome what Benedict 
called “every misconception 


and prejudice.” 

Signs of the Jewish 
community’s tragic history 
were abundant, as the German- 
born Benedict stopped at a 
plaque marking where Roman 
Jews were rounded up by the 
Nazis in 1943 and at another 
marking the slaying of a 2- 
year-old boy in an attack by 
Palestinian terrorists on the 
synagogue in 1982. A handful 
of death-camp survivors wore 
striped scarves to symbolize 
the camp uniform. 

Benedict defended his 
predecessor Pius XII against 
critics, telling the audience 
that the Vatican worked 
quietly to save Jews from the 
Nazis during World War II. 
Many Jews object to Benedict 
moving Pius toward sainthood, 
contending the wartime pope 
didn’t do enough to protect 
Jews from the Holocaust. The 
Vatican has maintained that 
Pius used behind-the-scenes 
diplomacy in a bid to save 


Jewish lives. 

While he didn’t mention Pius 
by name, Benedict told Jewish 
leaders in the synagogue that 
the Vatican “itself provided 
assistance, often in a hidden 
and discreet way.” 

Benedict said Catholics acted 
courageously to save Jews 
even as their extermination 
“tragically reached as far as 
Rome.” He spoke shortly after 
Jewish Community President 
Riccardo Paciflci, whose 
grandparents were killed at 
Auschwitz while his father 
was saved by Italian nuns in 
a Florence convent, criticized 
Pius. Pacifici said Italian 
Catholics worked to save Jews 
but the “silence” of Pius “still 
hurts as a failed action.” 

Chief Rabbi Riccardo Di 
Segni later told the packed 
synagogue that “human silence 
... doesn’t escape judgment.” 
Several prominent Jews had 
said they would boycott, 
but Benedict received warm 


applause throughout the 90- 
minute visit. In an emotional 
moment, Pacifici greeted the 
Holocaust survivors, and the 
entire audience, including 
Benedict, rose to honor them. 
The temple sits in the Old 
Jewish Ghetto, the Rome 
neighborhood near the Tiber 
where for hundreds of years 
Jews were confined under the 
orders of a 16th century pope. 
Relations between Jews and 
the Vatican have at times 
been tense over the Vatican’s 
sainthood efforts for Pius, 
who was pontiff from 1939 
to 1958. Those tensions 
flared again after Benedict 
last month issued a decree 
hailing the “heroic virtues” of 
Pius, an important step before 
beatification, which is the last 
formal stage before possible 
sainthood. 

In an open letter to the pope, 
Rome’s Holocaust survivors 
also made a reference to Pius, 
saying that “the silence of 
those who could have done 
something has marked our 
lives.” 

The Rev. Remigio Oprandi, a 
priest who watched the pope’s 
arrival outside the synagogue, 
rejected Jewish criticism of 
the wartime pontiff. 

“We Romans saved so many 
Jews during the war, all under 
orders of the pope,” he said. 
“It goes against history to 
judge him negatively.” 

Some Jews also have been 
angeredbyBenedict’sreaching 
out to Catholic traditionalists, 
including his revival of a 
prayer for the conversion of 
Jews. Another sore point is 
Benedict’s decision to revoke 
the excommunication of a 
renegade bishop who denied 
that millions of Jews died in 
the Holocaust. □ 
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Chavez seeks improved relations with U.S.

CARACAS, Venezuela (AP) — Venezuela 
is seeking to improve diplomatic relations 
with the United States despite long-standing 
tensions with Washington, President Hugo 
Chavez said in an interview broadcast 
Sunday. 

Chavez said he has given Deputy Foreign 
Minister Francisco Arias Cardenas permission 
to seek a meeting with U.S. officials in 
Washington to discuss forging better bilateral 
relations. 

“Arias Cardenas asked for authorization 
to meet with an emissary from the U.S. 
government, and I gave it to him,” said 
Chavez, speaking during a program broadcast 
on the local Televen television channel. “We 
want to talk, so there’s a possibility of easing 
tensions.” 

Chavez didn’t explain what prompted his 
decision to try to improve relations just weeks 
after he accused the U.S. of planning to invade 
his country. 

Officials at the U.S. Embassy in Caracas 
could not be reached for comment Sunday. 
There was no immediate reaction from the 
U.S. State Department or the White House. 
Chavez has accused the United States and 
Colombia of spying on Venezuela and 


conspiring to topple his “revolutionary” 
government. Tensions have been exacerbated 
by a recent agreement between Washington 
and Bogota granting U.S. troops expanded 
access to Colombian military bases. 

Last week, Venezuela made a diplomatic 
protest to the U.S., saying a U.S. military 
plane recently violated its airspace. 

John Caulfield, charge d’affaires at the U.S. 
Embassy in Caracas, denied the accusation, 
saying a U.S. military aircraft has not strayed 
into Venezuelan airspace since 2008, when 
the U.S. acknowledged what it called an 
accidental incident involving a navy plane. 
Meanwhile, U.S officials have criticized what 
they call Venezuela’s failure to effectively 
fight drug trafficking. 

But even as he talked peace, Chavez seemed 
to fan the flames with his neighbor, Colombia, 
for allowing greater U.S. military presence 
in the region. The U.S. says its soldiers in 
Colombia will be used only to help Colombian 
President Alvaro Uribe fight drug trafficking 
and rebels. 

With “the election of Obama and the Democrats 
in Congress, Uribe began to fear he’d lose the 
support that he had from Bush, and he dropped 
his pants due to the fear of losing the backing 
of the United States,” Chavez said in the same 
interview. Q

Exiled Guinea leader 
appeals for reconciliation

OUAGADOUGOU, Burkina 
Faso (AP) — Guinea’s exiled 
leader appealed for peace and 
reconciliation Sunday, urging 
his countrymen to put aside 
ethnic differences and set 
the stage for elections in six 
months. Speaking to reporters 
in Burkina Faso’s capital, Capt. 
Moussa “Dadis” Camara said 
he had not been pressured to 
agree to the breakthrough deal 
Friday that effectively ended 
the nation’s crisis and keeps 
him in voluntary exile. 

The agreement calls on 
Camara’s deputy — Gen. 
Sekouba Konate — to act 
as interim leader and help 
organize elections that will 
hand power to a civilian 
government this summer. 

The deal, mediated by 
Burkina Faso President 
Blaise Compaore, has been 
hailed as a second chance for 
Guinea’s 10 million people, 
who lived in terror during the 
last few months of Camara’s 
rule and suffered decades 
of dictatorship under his 
predecessor. 

Referring to Konate, Camara 
said: “I call on you, the sons 
and daughters of Guinea, to 
give him the necessary support 
for the cause of democracy.”

He also called on the people 
of Guinea to put aside ethnic 
differences, and said he 
would continue to consult 
with Konate “in the interest 
of a successful transition 
which will lead to the election 
of a democratically elected 
president.” 

The 46-year-old Camara was 
shot in the head by his aide- 
de-camp in early December 
and rushed to Morocco for 
emergency surgery. Last 
week, he was unexpectedly 
flown to Ouagadougou. 
Camara said his “life is no 
longer in danger, but... I need 
to rest.” □

BAGHDAD (AP) — Saddam Hussein’s 
notorious cousin “Chemical Ali” was convicted 
Sunday and sentenced to hang for ordering the 
most infamous of his crimes, the attacks against 
the Kurdish town of Halabja that killed more 
than 5,000 people in clouds of poisonous gas. 
The fourth death sentence against Ali Hassan 
al-Majid for crimes against humanity serves as 
a reminder that victims of Saddam’s atrocities 
remain determined to seek justice, as some 
politicians stoke the lingering bitterness toward 
the old Sunni-led regime to cement the Shiite 
domination that supplanted it. 

For the still suffering victims of the assault on 
Halabja more than two decades ago, the verdict 
brought a sense of closure to an event that came 
to symbolize the brutality of Saddam’s rule. 
“Now the souls of our victims will rest in 
peace,” said Nazik Tawfiq, a 45-year-old 
Kurdish woman who said she lost six relatives 
in the attack. Upon hearing the verdict in the 
Baghdad courtroom, she fell to her knees 
to pray. Al-Majid’s previous sentences have 
not been carried out in part because Halabja 
survivors wanted to have their case against him 
heard. Politics also plays a role, with a three- 
member presidential council representing 
Iraq’s leading factions of Shiites, Sunni Arabs 
and Kurds unable to agree to sign off on an 
earlier execution order. 

Prime Minister Nouri al-Maliki, a Shiite who is 
seeking re-election in March, has taken a tough 
stance against former members of Saddam’s 
now banned Baath party. The government has 
accused Baathists of involvement in a number 
of major bombings that have undercut its 
efforts to maintain security as U.S. troops draw 
down. 

Relatives of Halabja’s victims clapped and 
embraced in a screened-off comer of the 
courtroom following the guilty verdict against 
al-Majid, one of the chief architects of Saddam’s 
repression. He is one of the last high-profile 
members of the former regime still on trial, 
and he still faces charges in several additional 
cases. 

In Halabja, residents cheered and songs 
blared from loudspeakers at a monument 
commemorating victims of the attack. Some in 
town visited the cemetery to remember loved 
ones who died in the gassing. The jubilation 
demonstrated again the deep-rooted hatred 
many Iraqis still feel toward the former regime. 
“I came here to the cemetery to shout and tell my 
dead beloved relatives that the killer Chemical 
Ali is going to be hanged for his crimes,” said 
Arslan Abid, who lost 16 family members in 
the attack. 

Another senior figure in Saddam’s regime, 
former Foreign Minister Tariq Aziz, suffered 
a severe stroke over the weekend and cannot 
speak, his son said Sunday from neighboring 
Jordan. Aziz was for years the chief diplomat 
of Saddam’s regime. He was convicted and 
sentenced to prison for his involvement in the 
forced displacement of Kurds in northern Iraq 
and the deaths of Baghdad merchants in the 


1990s. 

Aziz was taken last Thursday to a U.S. military 
hospital in Baghdad for examination, said a 
U.S. military official, Lt. Col. Pat Johnson. His 
condition is improving, and he is being closely 
monitored, Johnson said, declining to say more 
due to privacy concerns. 

The continuing trials of Saddam’s henchmen 
are seen by man Iraqis as evidence that the 
country’s new Shiite-dominated government 
remains worried about a possible attempt by 
the Sunnis and their backers among other Arab 
governments to undermine its grip on power. 
Al-Majid earned his nickname because of 
his willingness to use poison gas against the 
Kurds. 

The 1988 killings remain a source of deep 
pain, particularly among that community. 
Many in Halabja still suffer physically from the 
effects of the nerve and mustard gas that were 
unleashed on the village at the end of the eight- 
year Iran-Iraq War. 

Survivors feel a sense of injustice that Saddam 
was hanged for the killings of Shiites after a 
1982 assassination attempt against him in a 
town north of Baghdad but did not live to face 
justice for the Halabja attack. He was executed 
in December 2006. 

The chemical air raid is thought to be the 
worst single attack of its kind against civilians. 
Graphic pictures taken after the attack showed 
bodies of men, women, children and animals 
lying in the streets where they inhaled the gas. 
The attack has left many of the survivors with 
long-term medical problems such as permanent 
blindness, skin bums, respiratory and digestive 
problems and cancer, said Farman Othman, 
a doctor in Suleimaniyah who has treated a 
number of patients. 

The attacks were part of repeated attempts by 
Saddam’s government to suppress the Kurds, 
who had long campaigned for autonomy from 
mainly Arab Iraq and staged a guerrilla war 
against Saddam’s military. The Kurds had also 
allied with the Iranians during the 1980-88 
Iran-Iraq war. 

The Kurds have since the end of the Gulf War 
over Kuwait in 1991 enjoyed a large degree 
of autonomy under the protection of U.S.-led 
Western powers that enforced a no-fly zone 
over the Kurdish north of Iraq. 

The court also convicted and sentenced other 
former officials to jail terms on Sunday for 
their roles in the Halabja attack. 

Former Defense Minister Sultan Hashim al- 
Taie received 15 years in prison, as did Iraq’s 
former director of military intelligence, Sabir 
Azizi al-Douri. Farhan Mutlaq al-Jubouri, a 
former top military intelligence official, was 
sentenced to 10 years. 

Evidence against the defendants included 
witness accounts, official documents and films 
seized after the fall of Saddam’s regime, and 
military correspondence among commanders. 
Al-Majid was previously sentenced to hang 
for his role in a brutal crackdown against the 
Kurds in the late 1980s known as the Anfal 
campaign, which killed hundreds of thousands

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Billionaire Sebastian Pinera wins Chile presidency

SANTIAGO, Chile (AP) — 
Billionaire Sebastian Pinera 
won Chile’s presidential vote 
Sunday in the country’s first 
democratic election of a right- 
wing ruler in 52 years. 

Pinera earned 52 percent of 
the votes to 48 percent for the 
ruling coalition’s candidate 
Eduardo Frei with 99 percent 
of the ballots counted, ending 
two decades of center-left 
rule since Augusto Pinochet’s 
dictatorship. 

Pinera—who ran on a platform 
of creating jobs and boosting 
economic growth in the 
world’s top copper producer 
— thanked his opponents and 
called for unity. “We need not 
only a good government but 
a good opposition, working 
constructively to build a 
country for all of us,” he said 
as he shared a stage with Frei. 
Frei had warm words for both 
Pinera but earlier credited 
outgoing President Michelle 
Bachelet and the ruling 


coalition for making Chile 
“much better than the country 
we received in 1990.” 

Frei, who remains a senator, 
vowed to be “guardians of 
liberty and of all our social 
victories” while the right wing 
is in power. 

Pinera led by a wide margin 
throughout the race, which 
tightened only after Frei and 
Bachelet repeatedly invoked 
the legacy of Pinochet, whose 
dictatorship was supported 
by the same parties that back 
Pinera. 

But many leftists are 
disenchanted after two decades 
with the same politicians in 
power, and their efforts to raise 
fears of a retreat on human 
rights failed to persuade 
enough of them to turn out 
against Pinera, whose success 
in the voting booth is the first 
for Chile’s right wing since 
Jorge Allesandri Rodriguez 
won the presidency in 1958. 
Bachelet and Pinera also 
congratulated each other in a 
nationally televised telephone 


call. 

“The people have 
democratically elected you to 
be president of the republic, 
and I hope that Chile can 
continue on the path of justice 
and social progress that we 
have developed during these 
20 years,” Bachelet told him. 
Pinera responded by asking 
for her advice and help “to be 
able to continue many of the 
good things that have been 
done during your government, 
and of course to confront other 
challenges.” 

Pinera focused his campaign 
on hopes for change, promising 
to create a million jobs and 
double Chile’s per-capita 
annual income of $12,000 by 
expanding growth to 6 percent 
a year. Frei and Pinera agreed 
on most issues — a reflection 
of the remarkable economic, 
social and political success 
that has given Bachelet nearly 
80 percent approval ratings. 
Analysts predicted Pinera 
would make no radical moves 
to shake up this consensus. 


The biggest change may be in 
foreign affairs. 

Bachelet tried to defuse 
tensions with Chile’s 
neighbors, putting Bolivia’s 
long-held desire for access to 
the sea on their bilateral agenda 
and avoiding direct criticism 
of Venezuelan President Hugo 
Chavez.

- Profits from top U.S. 
technology companies like 
IBM (IBM.N) and financial 
companies like Goldman 
Sachs Group Inc (GS.N) this 
week could help stocks gain 


as long as investors see room 
for more profit growth. 
Stronger-than-expected results 
late Thursday from tech 
bellwether Intel Corp (INTC. 
O) failed to excite investors on 
Friday, while steep loan losses 
reported by JPMorgan Chase 


& Co. (JPM.N) dragged down 
the market. 

The benchmark Standard 
& Poor’s 500 index (.SPX) 
rose 23.5 percent last year, 
with information technology 
the top performing sector. It 
jumped 60 percent, raising 
questions about whether the 
sector may have become too 
expensive. 

“It’s all about how fast they 
can grow earnings to catch 
up to those valuations,” said 
Jeff Kleintop, chief market 
strategist at LPL Financial in 
Boston. 

“This is a business spending- 
led recovery rather than 
consumer recovery ... so I 
think earnings growth will 
remain above average and 
justify those valuations.” 
Fourth-quarter results are 
expected to show a sharp 
improvement compared with 
2008’s last quarter, when 
the economic downturn took 
a heavy toll on corporate 
profits. 

S&P 500 earnings for the 
quarter are forecast up 186 
percent versus a year ago, 
according to Thomson 
Reuters estimates. It would be 
the first quarter that S&P 500 
company earnings grew year 
over year since the second 
quarter of 2007. 

U.S. markets will be closed 
on Monday for Martin Futher 
King Jr. Day, but beginning 
on Tuesday, the earnings 
period accelerates, as some 57 
S&P 500 companies are set to 
report this week. 

International Business 

Machines Corp is scheduled to 
post results on Tuesday while 
Google Inc (GOOG.O) is 
expected on Thursday. Among 
financials, Goldman Sachs is 
expected on Thursday, while 
Bank of America (BAC.N) 
and Morgan Stanley (MS.N) 
should report on Wednesday. 

STOCKS END DOWN FOR 
WEEK 


For the second week of the 
new year, the three major 
indexes lost ground. The Dow 
Jones industrial average (.DJI) 
was down 0.1 percent, while 
the S&P was down 0.8 percent 
and Nasdaq (.IXIC) was down 
1.3 percent. 

The S&P 500 is still up 
68 percent since its early 
March lows, largely because 
of stronger-than-expected 
earnings and economic data. 
On the economic front, data 
that could influence stocks 
this week includes reports on 
housing starts, producer prices 
and leading indicators. 

Data on December housing 
starts, expected on Wednesday, 
is forecast to show 580,000 
new units from 574,000 in 
November. 

More than 70 percent of 
companies beat estimates 
in recent reporting periods, 
and investors are eager to 
see if the fourth-quarter will 
produce similar results. The 
last quarter of 2008 was the 
worst earnings period in the 
history of the index. 

“I think we’re going to get 
decent numbers relative to 
estimates,” said Fred Dickson, 
a market strategist at D.A.

“Valuations 
have gone up, but so have 
earnings.”

Reports: Kraft to sweeten 
its offer for Cadbury

Kraft Foods Inc. is expected to sweeten its offer for Cadbury 
PFC, in an effort to remain in the running as it faces a potential 
competing bid from Hershey Co. for the British candy maker, 
according to media reports. 

The Sunday Times and The Observer in Fondon said Sunday 
that Kraft is raising its offer to 820 pence per Cadbury share, or 
about $13.33, from 771 pence. Cadbury shares closed Friday at 
793.5 pence on the Fondon Stock Exchange. 

Kraft’s earlier offer was valued at 10.3 billion pounds, or about 
$16.5 billion, which Cadbury rejected as “derisory.” 

Kraft and Cadbury did not immediately return calls for 
comment. 

The newspapers said Kraft plans to increase the cash portion of 
its cash-and-stock bid. Kraft’s biggest shareholder, Berkshire 
Hathaway, managed by billionaire Warren Buffett, had warned 
against issuing more shares to boost the acquisition offer. 
Investors fret that Kraft’s stock is undervalued and selling more 
shares would further diminish its value. 

Under British takeover rules, Northfield, Ill.-based Kraft has 
until Tuesday to raise its bid. 

Cadbury Chairman Roger Carr said last week that Hershey also 
had expressed an interest in bidding for Cadbury, but had not 
made a formal offer. 

Carr said that Hershey of Hershey, Penn, and Cadbury have a 
natural affinity because they’re both candy makers. Kraft is a 
diversified food company that sells products including cheese 
to pizzas and Kool-Aid.Q

SAN DIEGO - Maybe Rex 
Ryan already knows the score 
of the AFC championship 
game, too. 

The rookie coach who, at 
one point, didn’t know his 
Jets were still in playoff 
contention, then declared 
them Super Bowl favorites, 
will need some more bold 
predictions. 

His Jets are still playing. 
Rookies Mark Sanchez and 
Shonn Greene led New York 
to a stunning 17-14 upset of 
San Diego in the divisional 
playoffs Sunday, each 
providing a touchdown in the 
fourth quarter that marked 
another Chargers postseason 
pratfall. “It’s a big win for 
our franchise,” Sanchez said, 
“and we’re not done.” 

Sanchez threw a go-ahead, 2- 
yard touchdown pass to tight 
end Dustin Keller three plays 
into the fourth quarter, then 
Greene gave the Jets some 
breathing room with a 53- 
yard scoring run on their next 
possession. 

The upstart Jets (11-7), who 
have won seven of their 
last eight, advanced to the 
AFC championship game 
for the first time since 1999. 
They’ll play at top-seeded 
Indianapolis next Sunday. 

“A matchup that probably 
nobody wanted, but too bad,” 
Ryan said. “Here we come!” 
Of course, it was the Colts 
who pulled Peyton Manning 
and other starters in the second 
half of their Week 16 game 
against the Jets, who rallied 
for a victory that put them 
in control of their playoff 
destiny. 

Before that game, Ryan said 
his holiday wish was for the 
Colts to rest Manning & Co. 

“I don’t know if Santa Claus 
will be that good to me again,” 
Ryan said. “But I will say that 
I’d like to see Peyton Manning 
play this week.” 

After the Jets finally did clinch 
a playoff spot by routing 
Cincinnati the following 
week, Ryan, their rookie head 
coach, created a postseason 
itinerary for his players that 
included the Super Bowl in 
Miami followed by a parade 
two days later. 

He might be onto something. 


Maybe this week he’ll predict 
the Jets’ opponent in the Super 
Bowl. 

“We believed the whole 
time, the whole year, when it 
probably wasn’t the popular 
choice,” Ryan said. “We don’t 
have to apologize to anyone.” 
The Chargers let New York 
hang around long enough, 
and the Jets finally got out of 
their own way, becoming the 
only road team to win in the 
divisional round. 

After Philip Rivers scored on 
a 1-yard sneak with 2:14 left 
to pull the Chargers within 
three, the Jets recovered the 
onside kick. 

Facing a fourth-and-1 from 
the 29 with 1:09 left, the Jets 
called timeout. Ryan decided 
to go for it and Thomas Jones 
bulled through the Chargers’ 


line for 2 yards. 

Sanchez pumped his fist and 
pointed his hand forward in 
the first-down signal. 

On the sideline, Ryan 
lifted much smaller 
offensive coordinator Brian 
Schottenheimer off the ground 
in a bear hug. 

The Chargers (13-4) not only 
saw their 11-game winning 
streak end, but suffered yet 
another playoff meltdown 
after earning the AFC’s No. 2 
seed. 

“You’d like to play your best 
games in January in games 
like this, and certainly, for 
whatever reason, we did not 
do that today,” Chargers coach 
Norv Turner said. 

Sanchez, playing in his native 
Southern California, went from 
looking like the rookie that he

is to a guy who has now has 
two straight playoff wins on 
the road. He was intercepted 
by Quentin Jammer midway 
through the third quarter, 
but the Jets got the ball back 
on an interception when the 
ball ricocheted off Vincent 
Jackson and into the hands 
of cornerback Darrelle Revis 
as both were sprawled on the 
ground. 

The Jets weren’t able to 
capitalize on that pickoff, but 
Rivers’ second interception 
was costly. On second-and-9 
from his 5, Rivers underthrew 
Antonio Gates, who hadn’t 
even turned around, with safety 
Jim Leonhard intercepting and 
returning it to the 16. 

On third down, Sanchez rolled 
right and threw to Keller, who 
shed linebacker Tim Dobbins 


in the back corner of the end 
zone and made a sprawling 
2-yard catch that put the Jets 
ahead 10-7. 

Sanchez and the rest of the 
Jets ran over to congratulate 
Keller, then the rookie QB 
kept running to the bench, 
stopping once to celebrate 
with a teammate. 

The Jets turned to their top- 
ranked running game on their 
next drive, and Greene, a 
third-round pick from Iowa, 
broke his long scoring run 
up the middle, running over 
safety Eric Weddle in the 
process. 

“Once I got to the secondary, 
I had one tackle to break and 
I did, and it was off to the end 
zone,” Greene said. “A lot of 
people didn’t know about me, 
but they know about the Jets.” 
Greene rushed for 135 yards 
and a TD in last week’s playoff 
win against Cincinnati. 

San Diego’s All-Pro kicker 
Nate Kaeding missed three 
field goals. He was wide left 
from 36 yards on San Diego’s 
second possession and was 
short from 57 yards as the 
first-half clock expired. With 
the Chargers trailing by 10 
with 4:38 to go, he was wide 
right from 40. 

Ryan pumped his fist and 
smiled after Kaeding’s third 
miss. 

The last time these teams met 
in the playoffs, after the 2004 
season, the rookie Kaeding 
was wide right from 40 yards 
on a wet field in overtime. The 
Jets moved down the field and 
won it 20-17 on Doug Brien’s 
28-yard field goal. □ 


NFL defensive end 
Gaines Adams dies at 26 

GREENWOOD, S.C. - Gaines Adams, an All-American 
defensive end at Clemson whose career never blossomed in the 
NFL with Chicago and Tampa Bay, died Sunday after going 
into cardiac arrest. He was 26. 

He died at Self Regional Hospital after going into cardiac arrest 
about an hour before at his family’s home in Greenwood, said 
Marcia Kelley-Clark, chief deputy coroner for Greenwood 
County. 

An autopsy showed an enlarged heart, a condition that can often 
lead to a heart attack, Kelley-Clark added. She said relatives 
were unaware of any medical condition. 

Toxicology tests are being run by the State Law Enforcement 
Division, though drug use is not suspected. The results probably 
will not be available for at least two months, Kelley-Clark 
said.

Federer and Co. stage fundraiser for Haiti victims

MELBOURNE, Australia 
(AP) — Roger Federer 
played the role of master of 
ceremonies. Andy Roddick 
doubled as a standup comic. 
Serena Williams was laughing 
all the way. 

The fundraiser for earthquake 
victims on Sunday — a 
brainchild of Federer and 
dubbed “Hit for Haiti”—came 
on the eve of the Australian 
Open and raised more than 
$185,000, an amount that 
organizers expected would 
increase. 

Federer, who has a record 15 
Grand Slam titles, teamed 
with Williams, the reigning 
Australian Open champion, 
and Australia’s Lleyton Hewitt 
and Samantha Stosur. Their 
opponents were 2009 winner 
Rafael Nadal, 2008 winner 
Novak Djokovic, Roddick 
and U.S. Open champion Kim 
Clijsters. 

The players wore microphones 
on the court, adding to the 
entertainment of a mixed- 
doubles match featuring 
player substitutions. They 
provided commentary as they 
lunged, lobbed and smashed. 
There was the eloquent and 
debonair Federer, the MC 
for the match he conceived 
and helped organize a day 
earlier. There was the good- 
natured Clijsters cracking 
jokes, the playful Nadal with 
his sideways grin and the 
wisecracking Roddick. 

To the delight of the crowd, 
Roddick mocked Williams’

infamous meltdown at the 
U.S. Open, when a line judge 
called her for a foot fault 
during a crucial point in her 
semifinal loss to Clijsters.

However, this offer 
entailed one very particular 
challenge. Red Cross 
Aruba received the offer 
early Friday evening,

More than 30 pallets of 
water, juices, packaged foods, 
flashlights and batteries, 
medical equipment and very 
valuable medication including 
morphine and paracod, were 
delivered to the harbor on time 
and loaded aboard the Marine 
ship, and all of that in a couple 
of hours, working through the 
night. 

A complete pictorial of the 
loading of Hr Ms Pelikaan 
is hereby enclosed, it clearly 
gives the impression of this 
swift Together we can’ action. 
Not everyone who helped is in 
the pictures, but the Red Cross 
sends gratitude and it goes out 
to these unknown volunteers! 
The images show the Red 
Cross Aruba volunteers on 
board of the Marine ship; 
Eddy de Veer, co-owner of 
Tropical Bottling Company, 
a subsidiary of METACorp, 
whose company donated 
50.000 florins the day before 
to the Red Cross for Haiti, 
was in Curacao when he was 
reached, and he directed his 
humanitarian gesture from a 
distance and made 5 pallets of

Wyclef Jean s Yele Haiti charity comes 
under fire 

Groups that vet charities 
see problems in Haitian- 
born Wyclef lean’s 
charitable organization

LOS ANGELES - Groups that vet charities are raising doubts 
about the organization backed by Haitian-born rapper Wyclef 
Jean, questioning its accounting practices and ability to function 
in earthquake-hit Haiti. 

Even as more than $2 million poured into The Wyclef Jean 
Foundation Inc. via text message after just two days, experts 
questioned how much of the money would help those in need. 
“It’s questionable. There’s no way to get around that,” said Art 
Taylor, president and chief executive of the Better Business 
Bureau’s Wise Giving Alliance, based in Arlington, Va. 

Taylor reviewed Internal Revenue Service tax returns for the 
organization also known as Yele Haiti Foundation from 2005 
through 2007. He said the first red flag of poor accounting 
practices was that three years of returns were filed on the same 
day — Aug. 10 of last year. 

In 2007, the foundation’s spending exceeded its revenues by 
$411,000. It brought in just $79,000 that year. 

“Here’s the bottom line: for an earthquake of catastrophic 
proportions, do people really believe that this organization is in 
a position to do anything right now?” he said. 

Jean, a 37-year-old Grammy-winning artist, has been imploring 
followers to text “Yele” to 501501 to donate $5 to his foundation 
in support of Haitian earthquake victims. 

The foundation, founded in January 2005, intends to airlift 
supplies using a FedEx plane into Haiti early next week carrying 
medical supplies, water and Clif Bars, according to foundation 
president Hugh Locke. 

An Associated Press review of tax returns and independent 
audits provided by Jean’s foundation showed that it was closely 
intertwined with Jean’s businesses. 

Three of the five foundation board members — Jean, Jerry 
Duplessis and Seth Kanegis — are involved in his personal 
music and business endeavors. 

According to an IRS tax return from 2006 reviewed earlier by 
the Web site The Smoking Gun, the foundation paid $250,000 
to buy airtime from Telemax S.A., a for-profit TV station in 
Haiti that is majority owned by Jean and Duplessis. □
